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Rail Rates Boost 
~ Hits Local Prices 


Victoria Car Dealers Suffer 
Most From 12% Interim Boost 


OTTAWA (CP)—An interim freight-rate increase of 12 
per cent—third since 1947 and estimated to add $54,000,000 
a year to the national freight bill—was awarded the rail- 


ways today by the Board of 

Victoria reaction to the boost 
was immediate. Dealers gloom- 
ily admitted today that so far as 
they can see the 12 per cent in- 
terim increase on trans-contin- 
ental railway freight rates means 
only one thing—higher price 
tags on all commodities which 
come from the east. 

Most business houses said the 
added costs would take effect 
gradually as old stock is disposed 


of and new stock rolls in to take» 


its place. 

Auto dealers wil] be hard hit 
by the increase. New car prices, 
it is estimated, will add another 
$25 or $35 to cover the new 
frieght tariff. At present, dealers 
here pay about $265 | freight 
charges on each machine ship 
ped from Windsor to Victoria by 
rail. The new -percentage in 
crease, allowed the railways by 
the Board of Transport Commis 
sioners, will boost this charge to 
about $297. 


STABILIZE RATES 


At the same time, the board 
served notice it is going to move 
for implementation of some ma 
jor recommendations of the 
Royal Commission on transporta- 
tion, sought particularly by the 
‘west and the maritimes. 

This implementation would 
have the effect of holding down 
rates on the long-haul traffic and 
movement of basic commodities 
that is heavy in the outlying 
provinces, and possibly also of 
having Ontario and Quebec ab- 
sorb a greater share of future 
rate increases. 

The board in its judgment 
promised an extensive investiga 
tion into these points starting 
here Nov. 12. Meanwhile grant- 
ing a straight temporary in- 

. €fease to carry the railways over 
expense hurdles caused by high- 
er materials prices and wage 
costs arising from settlement of 
last August's general rail strike. 
The strike resulted in higher pay 
and a short work week for rail- 
waymen. 


Transport Commissioners. 


The award follows a general 
increase of 21 per cent in 1948 
and another of 20 per cent spread 
over three instalments in 1949 
and 1950. 


SOME ECEPTIONS 

The ne waward, while author 
izing a general increase, pre- 
scribed a series of customary ex 
ceptions, which include the 
west’s grain traffic, joint rates 
Detween .Canada and the U.S., 
and export Yates ‘to and from 
Canadian ports, which are. kept 
on a parity with those of com 
peting U.S. ports 

As is customary. also, coal and 
coke were expected from the 
percentage increase but given in 
creases in terms of cents per ton. 
These will vary from 10 to 20 
cents per ton, depending:on the 
length of haul 

The board also granted the 
railways permission to increase 
to $1.50 from 75 cents their min 
imum charge for small less-than- 
carload shipments. 

The three-man board panel 
that signed the judgment was 
unanimous on the increase. How- 
ever, Commissioner F. M. Mac 
Pherson, west coast representa- 
tive on the board, said he does 
“not altogether go along” with 
the percentage method of grant 
ing rate increases 

He said he did. so in this case 
becausce the board at its fall 
hearings is to consider the ques 
tion of tempering this form of 
increase for certain types of 
traffic, notably the movement of 
basic commodities. 

In its judgment, the board 
said it will give consideration to 
putting into effect two recom- 
mendations of the Royal Com- 
mission on transportatiorf when 
it deals more fully with the rail- 
ways’ application in the fall: 

1, Provision of ceilings on 
Some forms of traffic; and 2, 
stricter control of the railways’ 
“competitive” rates—those that 
have been depressed to meet 
‘varying competitive conditions.

Say Reds Mass

TAIPEH, Formosa’ (Thurs- 
day) (AP)—WNationalist China's 
defence ministry today asserted 
200,000 Chinese Communist 
troops were assembled at the bor- 
der awaiting a signal to invade 
Indo-China. 

There was no way of determin- 
ing whether this was propa; 
ganda timed to shatter western 
hopes of peace in the Orient or 
founded. 

It must be pointed out, how 
ever, that the defense ministry in 
recent months has been more 
cautious in making public asser- 
tions. Usually, statements are 
released after being conveyed 
privately to U.S. authorities. 

The ministry's announcement 
said the Communist troops were 
massed along the borders of all 
three southwest Chinese prov- 
inces—Kwangtung, Kwangsi and 
Yunnan. 

The purpose, the ministry 
added, was to help rebel leader 
Ho Chi Minh of Indo-Chin 
“spread aggressive war in south 
east Asia.”

AP Correspondent James M 
Long reported from Abadan, seat 
of the oil industry which is Iran's 
financial backbone, that the 
British-owned Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Company planned a complete 
evacuation of British personnel 
from the oil fields unless. nego 
tiations were resumed 

Long said if the evacuation plan 
is carried out, within the next 18 
days, wells*in the Khuzistan oil 
field would be capped and the 
giant Abadan refinery the 
world's largest—would shut down 
until the Iranian National Oil 
Commission named to run the 
nationalized industry could take 
over operations. 

Most observers doubted that the 
British-Iranian negotiations would 
be resumed, or that the Iranians 
could operate their oil industry 
without the British field staff of 
more than 600 experts and tech- 
nicians.

Indications 
Ridgway To 
Confirm Date 


TOKYO (AP)—Communist 
commanders agreed fonight 
to preliminary cease-fire in 
Korea Sunday, the United Na- 
tions command announced. 

Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
U.N. commander, had pro- 
posed such a meeting for to- 
morrow. His spokesman said 
he saw no reason why Sunday 
would not be acceptable. 

There was no change in the 
previously agreed date—next 
Tuesday—to start actual armis- 
tice talks at the ancient Korean 
capital of Kaesong, near the 38th 
parallel 

As an unusual quiet covered 
the 100-mile Korean battlefront, 
the powerful U.S. Army radio on 
Okinawa picked up an acceptance 
message from the North Korean 
Pyongyang radio. It said: 

“General Ridgway 

“Commander of 
Nations forces: 

“We have received your reply 
dated July 3. We agree to send 
three (3) liaison officers to Kae- 
song as you proposed. We will 
prepare for the preliminary con- 
ference in the Kaesong area if 
you agree to set the date on July 
eight (8). 

“Kim Il Sung, Supreme Com- 
mander of the Korean people's 
armed forces 

“Peng ‘T@h-Huai, commander 
of the Chinese volunteers.” 

The broadcast was made at 7 
p.m. (5 am. E.DT.) in the 
Korean language. 

NOT HEARD IN JAPAN 

Reception was extremely poor. 
It was not heard by stations in 
Japan which have been listening 
for the latest message in the 
slow radio negotiations between 
opposing commanders. 

Ridgway made the first move 
jast Saturday. Kim and Peng 
accepted Sunday night, express- 
ing a willingness to meet any 
time between July 10 and 15. 
Tuesday Ridgway agreed to 
start cease-fire talks on the 10th 
and proposed a preliminary ses- 
sion tomorrow. 

Under Ridgway’s proposal, 
each side would send three un- 
armed officers of rank, no higher 
than colonel to Kaesong. They 
would then work out details for 
the important session between 
higher representatives of the 
commanders at which the actual 
end of the shooting would be ar- 
ranged. 

The war will continue fintil this 
session is held. ‘

DOCTOR SAYS 


Although mongolism ‘or mort! 
goloid idiocy has been discussed 
in this column several times a 
number of correspondents have 
asked for additional information 
or help with special problems 

One young woman, for ex 
ample, says that her baby 
brother, who is two and a half 
years old, has been diagnosed as 
@ mongoloide The specialist ad- 
vised that the child be placed in 
an institution, but the mother is 
not well, has developed an affec. 
for the child and does not 
want to part with him 

This is indeed a delieate 
ter to handle. Someone in whom 
the mother has confidence will 
to discuss the whole matter 
her. 

NEVER IMPROVES 

A mongoloid child does not 
grow better and will prove an 
increasing burden on the parents 
and is likely to prove a drag on 
the activities and perhaps edu 
cation of the other children. For 
reasons such as these the placing 
of a mongoloid infant in an insti 
tution is usually recommended 
and this should be done 
birth as possible, partly 
avoid the development of that 
very affection which the mother 
mentioned has already developed 
But even though it is a blow ard 
a wrench to do this it is usually 
best, and time at least partially 
numbs the pain of separation 

Another: question which has 
been asked is whether parents 
have had one mongoloid
